both the official and mercantile commu- 
nities anongst whom he: has resided, he 
has xt times come into disagreeable colli- 
sion ; that'amongst the latter he is not 
what, is usually tormed’ a “popular” 
man. , But, this apart, his actions haye 
ever been -recognised as dictated by a 


strict, if overstrained, sense’ of duty, and 
he is one of the few Consular Ofiicials in
